In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
September 27, 2005 (Paper No. 09262003), Applicant hereby provisionally elects claim 
14 for continued examination. 

The Examiner has required restriction between claims 1-13 and 17 drawn to a 
magnetic sensor with magneto-resistive elements and heat generating elements; claim 
14 drawing to a method for compensating a temperature-dependent characteristic of a 
magnetic sensor; claim 15, drawn to a magnetic sensor comprising a single substrate; 
and claims 16 and 17, drawn to a magnetic sensor including a substrate. 

The Examiner has asserted that the inventions are not a single general 
inventive concept because "the product as claimed could be used to make another and 
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materially different product or the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different process." See Restriction Requirement, page 2. 

Applicant believes the claim 17 should not be a member of Group I but in 

Group IV. 

Applicant hereby elects Group II (claim 14) and cancels claims 1-13 and 
15-17, without prejudice, to expedite allowance of this matter. 

Applicant reserves the right to file one or more divisional applications directed 
to the subject matter of the non-elected claims.
